3 ---'irate plantings are made beside 
each other about a week apart. It the 
first planting is killed by frost, the 
second one may come up; whereas, if 
the second planting were delayed un¬ 
til after the frost appeared, there 
would he a loss in earlmess of 10 days 

or more, . 

In harvesting the melons the first 
half of the season they are picked as 
soon as the stem can be forced with 
the thumb to part from the fruit with¬ 
out breaking off a piece of the melon 
with it. This condition, should occur 
before the cantaloupe begins to turn 
yellow. A cantaloupe in this condi¬ 
tion is considered just right to ship.

It is, I believe, a pathological axiom 
that "the more uncivilized a people, 
the greater is its infant mortality," 
Applying this to the Russians there 
can he no doubt whatever that they 
stand very low ip the scale of Euro¬ 
pean civilization, but in this country, 
and in this particular respect one must, 
of course, draw a somewhat broad 
line between the classes and the 
masses, The campaign now being in¬ 
augurated against the frightful infan¬ 
tile mortality has brought forth some 
startling and well-authenticated data. 
Taking the’ whole of the .empire m 
Europe it is alleged that close upon 
EG per cent, of the children die under 
the age pf five years. The average in 
Norway, a near northern neighbor of. 
Russia, is—ten, 5 per cent., in Sweden, 
thirteen, 2 per cent,; in England, four¬ 
teen, 9 per cent., etc. Ordinary infan¬ 
tile ailments, thought little of in west¬ 
ern countries, prove fatal in Russia tor 
the want of proper care and treatment., 
and of medical attendance. It is to be 
remembered, too, that the Russian 
peasant has, as a rule, no faith what¬ 
ever in doctors, prefers old-fashioned 
domestic remedies, and is imbued with 
fatalistic belief little less strongly 
marked than the kismet of the simple 
Mohammedan. The property of the 
people, the want of proper nourish¬ 
ment, and the severity of the climate 
are also to be taken into account in 
this connection. On the other hand, 
however, infanticide is more rife in 
Russia than in any country in the 
world, China excepted. Moscow pos¬ 
sesses the largest, and in every re¬ 
spect the finest, foundling hospital in 
Christendom, Every one of the 16,000 
infants it annually receives is well 
cared for. But in the rest of the large 
Russian centres those institutions are 
a standing disgrace and reproach to 
the municipalities. The Moscow creche 
is a state institution, the others are 
municipal, establishments. For exam¬ 
ple, it has recently been shown that 
in the Odessa Foundling Hospital 
there are only seven nurses to every 
forty infants, and the mortality among 
the latter is 68 per cent. In the 
Kharkoff Foundling Institute the mor¬ 
tality is 95 per cent., and in Baku'80 
per cent. The leaders of the new 
movement for the rescue of the chil¬ 
dren may well describe this state of 
things as legalized infanticide. Physi¬ 
cally, the Russians are a fine and ro¬ 
bust race, but the figures just quoted 
would go to prove that it is literally 
matter of "the survival of the fit- 


5ome of the Characteristics of TMl 
Peculiar Bird- 

In Arizona the owls live mostly in 
holes in the ground and in holes in 
the giant cactus, It would be con¬ 
trary to their predatory nature" to dig 
their own holes or yet to build nests 
of sticks while 0 there were other avail¬ 
able nesting places. So every spring¬ 
time there is a lot of trouble among 
the desert chipmunks and ground 
squirrels until the burrowing owls 
have chosen their holes and settled 
down for the season. Similarly the. 
Gila woodpeckers and gilded flickers 
have no assurance that their holes in 
the sahuaras are their own until after 
the screech owls and pigmy owls have 
been established In comfort. Posses¬ 
sion is all the law there is in the Ari¬ 
zona cactus and desert, and, in case 
of a dispute, the owls eat little chip¬ 
munks and flickers, anyway. 

All day in the cool depths .of bis 
hole the screech owl hides from the 
heat and glare, As the sup sinks he 
comes out and flits silently toward 
the river bottom, where the mice and 
kangaroo rats are already beginning 
to play on the sand patches and to 
hustle through the willows and arr^w- 
weed thickets. The quail and smaller 
birds are hid away in the bushes, and 
around the old logs and stumps great 
yellow scorpions and beetles are pick¬ 
ing their way. At the slightest move¬ 
ment of a blade of grass the screech 
owl swoops to The ground, and when 
he is not ranging the flats for mam¬ 
mals, he is searching bunches of mis- 
iietoe and dense mesquite trees for the 
birds which lie hidden here. 

He does not scorn the scorpion and 
beetles, nor yet grasshoppers cud 
smaller bugs. At the same, time he 
will tackle rabbit or twitch a pocket 
gopher from his hole by the bead. He 
swallows his prey whole, and, after 
digestion has taken place, throws up 
the bones and fur in, the shape of 
pellets. It is by looking for pellets 
beneath woodpeckers’ holes in' cotton¬ 
woods and sahuaras that naturalists 
are able to locate the homes of th-.se 
owls.—Country Life in America.

It 
belonged originally to Nancy Lane, 
who more than 100 years ago lived 
near Peekskill, N. X. It was designed 
and woven for her in France some 
time before the United States flag was 
designed and adopted. 

The tablecloth is in a remarkable 
state of preservation. It is .woven of 
Irish damask linen, and is about two- 
yards square. 

Its central design embodies various¬ 
ly planned designs for the UnUCd 
States flag, which up to the time of its 
weaving had not been adopted. 

The centre field represents a large 
eagle with the shield. In one of its 


talons is a bunch of arrows, in the 
other the olive branch.
